FOR 45 minutes, or an hour, 
or an hour-and-a-half, or a 
four-hour dance and show 
appearance you are in the 
spotlight - you are the star. Then 
the show ends.

NEW PEACH VARIETIES WITH 


LOW CHILL REQUIREMENTS 


WASHINGTON — Fairway 
and. Sunnyside, new peach 
varieties with low chilling 


‘requirements, have been released 
to nurserymen for propagation 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (RSDA). 

Both varieties, which have 
fruited at Fresno, and Georgia, 
were developed by USDA’s 
agriculture research service 
(ARS). They are being 
introduced because they have a 
low chilling requirement (to 
break the rest period of their 
buds) and good fruit 
characteristics.

The study also reported that 
nonmetro employment increased 
twice as fast as metro 
employment between 1970 and 
1973, explaining in part the 
change in population trends 
toward nonmetro areas.

look is taken at the state’s 
overall water picture. 


“We know that no agency 
ever’ moves fast enough to suit 
the people who want the water,” 
Robie said, “but we won’t plan 


on the basis of panic.”

problem. It would transport 
water from the California 
aqueduct on the west side to 
deficit areas on the east side 
from Merced county to Kern 
county. 

Claire T. Dedrick, Secretary 
for Resources, said she supports 
Robie’s plan for a new two-year 
study and said her concem is to 
make sure the state’s water 
resources are handled in the 
long-term public interest. She 
said water is important to 
everyone in the state and all 
sectors must be heard from 
before determinations are made 
on distribution.

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County Shows Gain In New 


Assessed Valuation Figures 


VISALIA — Preliminary 
tabulation of the 1975-76 


assessment rolls again shows a 


gain in the county’s overall 
assessed value. 

The preliminary figures of the 
secured property rolls show a 
total of. $587,789,663 after 
regular exemptions have been 
deducted, an increase of 
$53,172,000 or 10 per cent over 
the 1974 total. 

Unsecured rolls show a total 
of $56,357,085 indicating a gain 
of approximately $5,770,000 or 
11.4 per cent over 1974. 

The grand total of assessment 
rolls stands at $644,146,748 
indicating an overall gain for the 
county of approximately 
$58,943,000 or 10 per cent over 
1974. These totals do not 
include the state board utility 
roll. 


Tulare County 
Assessor Runs 


Efficient Unit 


SACRAMENTO — A report 
released recently by John W. 
Lynch, chairman of the state 
board of equalization, indicates 
the Tulare county assessors 
office is functioning in a 
satisfactory manner and in some 
instances much better than that. 

The report, Lynch noted, 
focused on those areas where 
improvements are needed rather 
than on those which function 
smoothly. However, the report 
commended the Tulare county 
assessor’s Office in several phases 
of its operation such as 
industrial appraisal, oil and gas 
properties appraisal, and volume 
of work. 

The Tulare county assessor is 
responsible for appraising nearly 
95,000 properties worth more 
than $2.7 billion. The office has 
a budget of more than $800,000 
and a staff of 63 employes. 
Offices are located in Visalia, 
Dinuba,: Porterville, and Tulare. 

Legislation enacted in 1966 
requires the state board of 
equalization to survey and 
report on the assessment 
practices of each county at least 
once every six years. 


Porterville was third largest in 
assessment gain among cities in 
the county with a grand total of 
$36,317,871, trailing behind 
Tulare in second place at 
$41,370,046 and Visalia in first 
place with a total assessed value 
of $115,680,458. 

Lindsay was in. fourth place - 
at $19,831,189; Dinuba fifth at 
$17,027 996; Exeter sixth at 
$10,121,982; Woodlake* seventh 
at $3,758,961; and Farmersville 
eighth at $3,080,552. 

Further analysis of the totals 
indicates that 46 per cent of the 
improvement values and 24 per 
cent of the land values are 
within the incorporated cities of 
the county. 

The overall ‘increase in 
assessed value is due to several 
factors, but predominantly to 
the effect of inflation on 
property values according to 
Carroll ‘Cannon, en county 
assessor.

SACRAMENTO — Several 
public hearings will be held 
throughout California during 
July to consider proposed 
regulations pertaining to 
calfhood’ vaccination and 
movement of cattle to prevent 
the spread of brucellosis. 

California was declared 
certified brucellosis free in 1969 
but a resurgence of the disease 
was noted in 1972 and ’73 
brought into the state by cattle 
shipped in from other states. It 
quickly spread through dairy 
and beef herds.

Tuesday, July 22, at the State 
Building, 2550 Mariposa, 
Fresno. Interested persons are 
invited to make written or oral 
statements at the hearing.
